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The Banks and the Farmers 


Having explained in last week’s article how the whole subject of Bank- 
ing is a matter coming solely within the jurisdiction of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and Parliament, and how futile are those demands which call for 
action by Provincial Legislatures, attention may well be devoted to a brief 
consideration of some criticisms now being urged against Canada’s existing 
Banking System and Bank Management in general. 

Generality being the casiest is usually the most employed form of criti- 
cism, and more particularly is this true as regards the periodical attacks 
levelled at the Canadian banking system. Hardly ever docs a self-styled 
critic on this topic reveal a reasonably accurate clementary understanding 
of his subject, or evince an attempt at portraying plain truth and justice, 

Recently a misleading and unfair article of this calibre found its way 
into print. In this it was insinuated that hardship was being inflicted on 
farmers this fall through the refusal of some banks to grant-renewals of 
notes whicre these were unavoidably necessitated by circumstances, that un- 
reasonable’ promises of payment had been extracted under pressure from 
many customers and that the practice was being followed very generally of 
employing what were described as “clean-up then” as Managers in districts 
where the financial situation was a difficult one. 

It is well understood in banking circles that there are uncertainties and 
contingencies such as the pressure of important work while the season is 
favorable, inclement weather, grain blockades and traffic congestions which 
inevitably regulate and determine the marketing of grain and livestock. 
Where stich good reasong are known of can be shown to exist, extensions 
of banking obligations are necessities, accepted as such, and invariably giv- 
en to farmers without demur or question. Why should the disgruntle- 
ment of the exception, who in all likelihood, if the circumstances were 
probed, had, owing to his own shortsightedness, extravagance, or determin- 
ation in defiance of advice to the contrary, placed himself in a difficult and 
dangerous position, cither by deserving of consideration equal to that merit- 
ed by his more prudent and businesslike neighbor or be made the text for 
a general denunciation of banking practice? In such a case where the 
man's crop is sadly short of satisfying his commitments, his creditors natur- 
ally are all clamoring for payment and nothing but shortsightedness or busi- 
ness incompetence could prevent his bank from doing what it reasonably 
can to ensure that its claim is not neglected. Asa genctal thing unless 
some pressure is brought to bear the Bank’s loan is the last to reccive any 
consideration. In comman fairness, therefore, the Banks should not be 
blamed for unfortunate crisis which invariably are not of their making and 
a distinction should in justice be drawn between deserving and undéserving 
cases. 

As regards the charge that farmers have been under pressure to make 
impossible promises of payment and have been labelled as liars when not 
fulfilled, this is almost too groundless and radical a statement to call for 
notice. What object or benefit could possibly be gained by such an unjust 
and absurd practice, and under existing keen banking competition how could 
an outrage of that description be perpetrated without incalculable damage 
and loss of business resulting to any institution which did so? . There is 
no course of action without its intent, and it is impossible to see any in this 
allegation, : 

The “clean-up man” is also a creation of a fertile or prejudiced imagina- 

tion. “Good Bank Managers, who by reason of humanity and fair dealing 
have brflt up good sound custom for their institutions,” certainly are not 
removed and replaced as it has been claimed for exactly that cause. Such 
a practice would be nothing else than financial suicide. Bank Managers 
are no more perfect as a class than any other and there must of necessity 
be instances where through one cause or another they lose grip and run 
riot in their crediting. Naturally a number of the residents in any com- 
munity so served unconsciously gain inflated and distorted idéas of their 
proper claims to credit. The unfortunate successor to such a type of 
Manager who endeavors to bring the misguided back to their senses, and 
incidentally his Branch business down to a sounder basis, naturally incurs 
some antipathy and ill-will, but no more is done in such cases than any one, 
of the dissatisfied few would instruct to be done in connection with his own 
business, if he found it necessary to replace a responsible employee who had 
been tax in his crediting or otherwise failed in his trust. 
Another charge sometimes made is that the banks withhold their sup- 
port in times of financial stress, pestilence and hardship. Does it ever oc- 
cur to the casual critic that the banks’ available loan resources are regulated 
entirely by the extent of their deposits and also the state of liquidity of 
their existing loans? It is just at such times that the most severe drain is 
made upon deposits and that outstanding loans are most poorly met. It 
natuyally follows, thercfore,that on occasions of the kind there must be 
some curtailment in credit and that there cannot be any available money as 
is often unreasonably expected for illegitimate and highly speculative busi- 
ness purposes. It can be honestly said, however, that even at such times 
the farmers suffer less and are subject to smaller inconvenience than any 
other class of business men. The importance of the western crop to the 
country is appreciated and the costs of growing and marketing it are in- 
variably given a preference over other purposes no matter how deserving 
they are. 


It would save a lot of misunderstanding if, as was pointed out last week, 
the similarity between a Bank and a public trusteeship were kept in mind. 
Each has the funds of others for investment and there is an obligation to 
he fulfilled to the actual owners of the money—which in the case of banks 
means the depositors—as well as to the borrowers. 

No country in the world can boast of a better banking service than 
Canada, in none is credit more available to the deserving, and nowhere else 
do farmers get more generous assistance than they are accorded here. A 
moment's reflection upon’ the lamentable and disturbing uncertainties of 
the system in the United States where recently in one State alone—North 
Dakota—no less than 19 banks suspended payment within practically as 
many days, provides a contrast which should in itself be irrefutablé proof 
of the superiority of the Canadian system, The existing monetary strin- 
gency is not a localized affair but a world-wide condition, and Canada is 
fortunate, thanks largely to its banking system, in fecling it less than any 
other country

Fruit Growing 
in the 
Prairie Provinces 


Fruit growing in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta is yet in the experi- 
mental] stages. Farmers and settlers have 
done much for tnemselves, but the wide 
sweep of the prairies, the severe and in- 
termittent frosts and the lack of protect- 
ion from the elements render the problem 
somewhat difficult of solution. Much is 
being done by the creation of windbreaks, 
but much remains to be accomplished 
before success has been fairly or gener- 


“| ally achieved. The efforts of the indi- 


vidual are being generously seconded by 
both the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments. In this connection an exper- 
imental station was established six years 
ago at Morden, Manitoba. The progress 
made by this station is described by the 
Dominion Horticulturist in the December 
number of the Agricultural Gazette. Mr. 
Macoun states that, so far, ninety acres 
have been used, on which, in order to 
supply protection from the wind, hedges 
of the Siberian pear tree and of willows 
were set out, These hedges have grown 
well, Forty acres have been planted 
with apples of varieties tested at the Cen- 
tral Farm, Ottawa, These trees are be- 
ginning to bear, and plum trees and small 
fruits have produced abundantly. Straw- 
berries have flourished, Mushmelons and 
Watermelons rre also successfully grown 
in the district by the Mennonites, Pota- 
toes have been grown for seed purposes. 
Altogether splendid success has been 
achieved and the prospects for fruit grow- 
ing in the Prairie Provinces have been 
greatly enhanced. New and more suit- 
able varieties of fruits are bding contin- 
ually experimented with,

The results at the Chi 
cago fair are a revelation, the full im- 
portance of which is not casy to real- 
ize. The wheat area is pushed west 
vard to the base of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. And not only the area. of 
\heat production, the best wheat, is 
produced in that area which lies fur- 
thest west. Of twenty-five prizes giv- 
cn for wheat, twenty-three came to 
Canada, and seven of these to Alberta. 
\gainst all the other provinces of 
Canada and all, the States of the 
Union, Alberta took nearly one-third 
of all the wheat prizes offered. That 
seifles any question as to the produc- 
tion of high class wheat in Alberta. 

[t not remarkable that there 

' should be: question as to the growth 
of high quality wheat in the province. 
Backed by the Rockies, Alberta is na- 
turally at a considerably higher aver- 
age altitude than’ Saskatchewan or 
Manitoba, An altitude in fact . at 
which ,in such a northern latitude, 
wheat could scarcely be expected to 
he produced in highest perfection, if 
it all... Cayley, where one’ of the 
prize winning samples was grown, is 
3,400 feet above the sea, and Calgary 
which produced another winning sam- 

ple, is at an equal elevatioii. Cal- 
ary is in latitude 51 north. 

Fitty years ago the Genesec valley 
in New York State set the standard 
of wheat production for the continent. 
Aiter many years the wheat fields of 

Southern Minnesota became fainous. 
The 49th paralicl was then consider- 
cd by many eminent scientists to be 

* the northern limit of wheat, with the 
possible exception of that part of the 
Red River valley north of the inter- 
national boundary. The results of 
the Chicago fair prove that Canada's 
wheat fields extend from the Red 
River to the Rocky Mountains, eight 
hundred miles in direct distance, and 
that in that area the highest quality 
of wheat is produced.

But it falls down 
badly when compared with Alberta’s 
own showing in oats and wheat, How- 
ever, there is not now and never was 
any question of the production of bar- 
ley in Alberta either as to quality. or 
quantity. The case in regard to bar- 
ley is not as important as that in re- 
gard to wheat. But some of the 
Scottish judges of livestock, on in- 
specting the Alberta provincial cx- 
hibit of barley (shown for exhibition 
purposes only), declared that — they 
would not have believed such barley 
was grown in any country. 

Wheat, oats and barley are the 
backbone of farming in the prairie 
west. . It is gratifying to know that 
when put up against the competition 
of the continent in these particulars, 
Alberta more than held her own.

Canada has led the world in the 
past decade in the proportional de- 
velopment of her population, and au- 
thentic figures give her a greater per- 
centage of increase in her people than 
any other country, youne or old. The 
most recently published directory fig- 
ures, issued in 1920, give the Domin- 
ion of Canada a population of 8,835,- 
102, “Returns of the 1911 census 
recorded a population of 7,206,643 in 
‘anada. ° This gives, for the nine- 
year period, an increase in the people 
of Canada-equal to more than ‘22% 
per cent., which will be found to be 
greater than that experienced by any 
other country. In the year 1871, 
Canada’s population was but 3,687,257, 
which gives for the period of nearly 
fifty years an increase in population 
of almost 140 per cent. 
Countries increase their population 
in two ways—by natural reproduction 
through births and by immigration. 
The proportions in which these fwo 
factors enter into the racial increase 
naturally varies according to the econ- 
omic situation in different countries, 
the conditions of livelihood offered, 
the quantities of available open land, 
policies governing immigration and 
other considerations. 

The older countries of Europe, 
such as the United Kingdom and 
France, increase the numbers of their 
citizens almost wholly through the 
birth rate, for the addition from out- 
side sources through immigration is 
almost negligible. . Newer countries 
like the American continent and the 
Dominions of the British Empire find 
that their multiplication comes to 
them at an advanced rate through 
immigration, which a healthy birth 
rate augments. ‘The birth rate, of 
course, varies largely with different

The United States Census Bureau 
has amttounced that as a result of the 
census figures recently concluded, an 
increase of 14.9 per cent. is recorded 
for the Reptblic for the décade just 
passed, as cormpared with an increase 
of 21 per cent. for the decade 1900- 
1910, The btreau accounts for the 
falling off largely by the decline in 
immigration. The United States, as 
a country largely built tp, whilst still 
attracting and having a yearly immi 
gration of considerable extent, has a 
status somewhere between the older 
European countries and the mewer 
British Dominions, and its last cen- 
sus figures form an equitable basis 
from which to delv® into the popula- 
tion increases of other countries. The 
Process reveals some interesting fig- 
ures from a Canadian standpoint. 

Canada’s increase of more than 2214 
per cent. in the past decade haturally 
leaves the older countries, depending 
on their birth rate for increase, very 
far in the lurch, for few European 
countries achieved a population in- 
erease in this period equal to fivesper 
cent. But the fairer comparison is 
with the new countries of the world, 
the other Dominions of the British 
Empire, where conditions making for 
growth” are. similar, multiplication 
coming largely from the yearly tide 
of immigrants. Here, too, it is 
found that Canada has gained an as-~ 
cendancy of considerable extent and 
all these countries are left well be- 
hind. 

Australia, for instance, which had a 
population of 5,140,543 last year, in- 
creased over the 1911 census by 
slightly more than 17 per cent. The 
adjacent Dominion of New Zcaland 
with a present population of 1,139,014 
made an increase of population in the 
same period of nearly 13 per cent. In 
the eight-year period ending June, 
1919, the Union of South Africa in- 
creased its white population by be- 
tween 9 and 10 per cent. Thus Can- 
ada with a decade increase of 2214 
per cent, not only surpasses European 
countries, but has a substantial sur- 
plus over those next in order, where 
the process of settlement is still go- 
ing on, and similar attractions and 
conditions are held out as inducement 
to emigrants. : 

These figurcs constitute a glowing 
tribute to Canada’s popularity in the 
eyes of emigrants. Canada is un- 
doubtedly popular.. This is once 
more indicated in the recent statement 
that the multitude of intending emi- 
grants from the British Isles under 
the scheme of the Overseas Settle- 
ment Committee declared themselves 
as being overwhelmingly in favor of 
Canada as their future bonrne. When
